The Council then proceeded to the House to receive the Governor’ s Mes- 
sage. l 
i he Governor addressed the Convention as follows : 
Fellow Citizens of the Council 
- and House of Representatives : 


By the favor of Divine Providence, we are again permitted to meet, as co- 
ordinate branches of the Territorial Government of Nebraska. It gives me 
no ordinary pleasure to welcome you to the Capitol, and to congratulate you 
upon the present prosperous condition of our infant Territory, which I con- 
ceive to be justly attributable to the bold and energetic measures which re- 
sulted in an early organization ; and whatever may be the opinion of individ- 
‘uals, as to the propriety, or impropriety of the policy pursued, we have abun- 
ant reason to-day to thank that God, who said *' let there be light, and there 


i 
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was light,” that he has overruled all for good, and that our unparalleled pro- 
gress and present prosperity are the result." . . ài 

On the 16th day of January last, the first Legislative Assembly for the Ter- 
ritory of Nebraska, in obedience to the Proclamation of Acting Governor 
Cuming, convened in this Hall, to lay the corner stone of a new common- 
- wealth, and to enact Laws for the Government and welfare of its citizens ; and 
be it ever remembered to their credit, that, in spite of the factious- opposition 
of malcontents, and the fears and forebodings of the timid, they succeeded in 
organizing a Government, which at once inspired confidence among our citi- 
zens, gave new life and vigor to Nebraska enterprise, and ratified with a 
voice of encouragement from the far west, the great principle of popular sove- 
reignty. : 

~ Since their adjournment, which was on the 16th day of March last, peace, 
with but casual interruptions, has reigned within our borders, and we have 
had the pleasure of witnessing daily, large accessions to our wealth and popu- 
lation. Our citizens, though exposed to.the hardships and privations incident 
to the settlement of a new country, have enjoyed the blessings of compara- 
tively uninterrupted health, and have been abundantly supplied with the ne- 
cessaries, if not the luxuries of life. Every branch of industry has received 
and continues to receive a liberal reward, and our inhabitants are prosperous 
and happy in a degree heretofore unexampled in the history of the settlement 
and organization of former Territories. Business of every kind is in a healthy 
condition ; prosperous and populous towns and cities are springing up as by — 
magic, all along our eastern border, and at favorable points to the westward ; 
and our beautiful and fertile prairies are fast being converted into productive 
fields, giving good promise of a rich reward to the toiling husbandman. 

‘Your Capitol building, for the construction of which a liberal appropriation 
of fifty thousand dollars was made at the last session of Congress, to be ap- 
plied under my direction, I am happy to say, has progressed as fast as cir- 
cumstances would permit. The foundations are now complete, and about five 
feet of the basement story. The work, so far, has been executed in the most 
substantial and workmanlike manner. Contracts have been closed with re- 
sponsible men for the entire mason work and external finish of the building, 
a large amount of materials have been collected, and are now on the ground, 
. and the most energetic measures cre being taken to prosecute the work, with- 
out delay, as soon as practicable, in the ensuing spring. 

The dimensions of this structure from outside of porches is one hundred 
and thirty-seven and a half feet in length, by ninety-three and a half in width ; 
one hundred and.nine and a half feet by sixty-five and a half in the clear ; 
and sixty-seven in height. Its internal arrangement is calculated for the ac- 
commodation of the Legislative Assembly, the Supreme Court and Territo- 
rial Library, and all the Federal and Territorial officers and public stores, 
The estimated cost of the edifice, covering all necessary expense to its final 
completion, according to the most reliable data is seventy-nine thousand seven 
hundred and five dollars and seventy-nine cents, exceeding the appropriation 
already granted for the purpose, by nearly thirty thousand dollars. Al the 
facts bearing upon the case have been communicated to Congress, and I feel , 
confident that this additional appropriation will be granted among the provi- 
sions of this winter for Territorial purposes. This superstructure, when cóm- 

leted, will stand second to no building of the kind in the United States for 
beauty of proportion and complete adaptation to the uses and objects for which 
itis designed. "E: TEN 

I have no hesitation in predicting that it will be regarded with Satisfaction 
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. and pride both by residents and strangers, as a commodious and permanent, 
Structure, and an imposing ornament to the beautiful eminence selected by the 
wisdom of your Legislative Assembly, as a permanent location for the. Capitol 
of Nebraska. It is no small source of gratification to me to say, further, in 
this connection, that the plans which I projected, and which were drawn out 
in detail by William Rumbold, Esq., of St. Louis, the skillful and accomplish- 
ed architect employed for that purpose, have not only: been approved by. all 
master-builders who have visited our Territory, but that oür sister Territory 
Kansas. has adopted them, in whole, without alteration ; and I flatter myself 
that the.day is not far distant, when the visitor to the twin Territories, west 
of the Missouri, will see their seats of Government decorated by Capitols per- 
fected after the same model. I feel assured that.you will cordially unite with 
me, in humble invocation to the Divine Being, that these sister Republics may 
continue to grow up, side by side, with a progress worthy of the efforts that 
gave them a Government, and that they may continue to emulate each other . 
in all those noble. efforts and wise provisions which will enhance the happiness 

, and prosperity of their respective citizens, until they shall together take a high | 

-Stand in commercial and political importance among the great family of States - 
which compose our glorious Union. Teu | 
|. Your Territorial Library, for the purchase of which an appropriation of five 
thousand dollars was.made at the last session of Congress, to be applied un- 
der my direction, has been contracted for on the most advantageous terms, 
and will be delivered in this city early in the spring. It will be composed 
of the choicest legal, literary and miscellaneous works, and will place with- 
in the reach of our citizens an almost mexhaustible fund of useful informa- 
tion; -— -— ! 

The great Territorial road from this point to Fort Kearney, for the opening 
and construction of which an appropriation of fifty. thousand dollars has -been 
made by. the Congress of the United States, will, in-all human probability, be 
suveyed during the present winter or early in the spring, and I confidently | 
expect that it will be ‘put under contract during the coming summer. „This 
road, when completed, is destined to be not only the great thoroughfare for 
western travel, but also the forerunner of the projected railroad to the Pacific, 
which must and will, at some future day, traverse our borders. The funds, 
that will. be expended in the above road will be of incaleulable advantage to 
our citizens. Labor will receive remunerating prices, and business of all 
kinds will be proportionably advaaced: " i 


The public surveys, within the limits of our Territory, under the wise di- 
rection of our accomplished Surveyor-General, Hon. John Calhoun, are pro- 
gressing rapidly, and we may reasonably calculate that our whole belt of 
country bordering on the Missouri river, from north to- south, will. be ready - 
for market in the early part of thẹ summer. This event, to which our citizens. 
are looking with intense interest, cannot fail to have a salutary effect upon our _ 

' . permanent prosperity. The term *'squatter" will then be superceded, and we 
~~shall become the rightful sovereigns of the soil.. From the cheering prospects 
before us*we.may confidently indulge-the hope that at no distant day Nebras- 
ka will assume the high position in commercial and political importance, to ` 
which her central position, the salubrity of her climate, the rich and varied ` 
produetions of her soil; the vast extent of her domain, and the industry and 
enterprise of her citizens, so justly- entitle her: But, notwithstanding much 
has been and is now. being. doae to promote this desirable end, much remains : 
to be performed, and much is dependent upon the manner in which you shall 
‘acquit yourselves of the responsible trust committed to your charge by a-con- 
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fiding people. The destiny of Nebraska, to some extent, is in your hands, 
and upon your action rest the future hopes and interests of her people. 

The Laws enacted by the last session of the Legislative Assembly—princi- 
pally adopted from the several codes of the adjoining States-—have been found 

y experience to be incongruous and conflicting in many important respects, 
and the doubts and difficulties arising in their application have led to many 
errors and ómissions in the administration of our Territorial affairs. "The Le- 
gislature, in anticipation of this result, with wise forethought appointed a board 
of Commissioness to arrange a systematic code of civil and eriminal Law, for 
the protection of the rights and property of our citizens. This Board has been 
sedulously engaged in executing the difficult and responsible task assigned 
them; and, as I am informed, will be ready to report the result of their labors 
at an early day of the present session. It will be your province to revise and 
critically examine this report; and if no other business were presented, this 
alone would bé sufficient to absorb your attention during the few days allowed’ 
by the Organie Law, for your session. Should you in your wisdom conclude 
to adopt it as a basis for your code of civil and criminal jurisprudence, it will 
only remain for you at your present session to supply such omissions as may 
be apparent after due examination, and to fix the rate of compensation "which 
the Board of Commissioners shall receive for their services. . Upon your rep- 
resentation of the facts I have no doubt Congress will make an appropriation — 
to meet this necessary expenditure. Should you reject the report of the Com- | 
missioners, it will become your duty to take up the acts of the last Legislature 
. as now printed and ready for distribution, and carefully revise and correct 

them. All past experience has shown that nothing adds to the prosperity and. 
happiness of a community so much as a plain, well regulated system of statu- 
tory Law. . 

For information upon the present financial condition of our Territory, I res- 
pectfully.refer you to the accompanying reports of the Auditor and Treasur- 
er, by which it will be seen that the revenue arising under the operation of the - 
present law is wholly inadequate to meet the demands upon our Territorial 
Treasury. I therefore recommend the immediate adoption of such a system 
of equal taxation and rigorous collection as will insure an adequate supply of 
funds for our present and future necessities, and that a system. of thé .most 
rigid accountability be provided for the direction of all collecting, accounting 
. and disbursing officers, under suitable pains and penalties ; and that no money 

_be drawn from the Treasury except in pursuance of an appropriation by law. 
To this subject I feel it my duty to call your particular attention, as I am per- 
suaded you will find it no unimportant or trivial task to devise a scheme 
by which a sufficient amount of revenue can be realized to answer the demand 
of the Government, and at the same time meet the approval and concurrence 
of those upon whom will devolve the age 

All the laws necessary to be enacted for oyr municipal regulations will be 
presented to you in the report of the Board of codifying Commissioners. I 
therefore deem it unnecessary for me to speak of them in detail There are 
some matters, however, to which it may not beimproper for me to refer. The 
subject of the commission and punishment of crime, is in my opinion one of 
vital importance to the well being of society. Unfortunately for our race, 
there are in all communities, those who are morally delinquent, and whose better 
natures, by defective education, or unrestrained passion, have sunk into the 
deepest state of moral depravity ; and particularly may it be expected that 
here, on the confines of civilization, would be found many of the desperate 

lives and fortunes, who have sought in a new and sparsely settled country to 
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escape the consequences incurred by their violation of the laws of the com: 
‘munities in which they have lived. . It should be the policy óf our Territory, 
at the earliest moment possible—in order to guard against the evil excesses 
and pernicious influences of such characters—to adopt stringent measures for 
the protection and security of persons and property ; to afford to all who may 
desire to seek a home within our borders, that freedom which is guaranteed. 
by the constitution of our common country, and to show to all offenders that 
there is here no immunity from punishment, but that a just retribution must 
certainly follow the commission of every offense against the laws of'our Terri- . 
tory. .In order to accomplish these desirable ends it is essential that ample 
provisions be made for the punishment of crime. Without the facilities- to 
hold offenders before trial, or to punish them after conviction, your courts are 
wholly powerless in the premises. I therefore earnestly recommend that th. . 
attention of Congress be called to the facts, and that an adequate appropria- 
tion be asked, through our Delegate, for the construction of a Penitentiary, 
and of at least one substantial Jail in each Judicial District. — 
While we are called upon to adopt the most rigid‘and effective measures for 
the punishment of offences against the laws, we are admonished by every feeling 
of humanity to.call into action all the means in: our power to prevent their 
commission. The lessons of the past admonish us that well regulated institu- 
tions for the general diffusion of knowledge are the most effectual instruments 
ever employed by human wisdom to accomplssh this desirable object. In 
view of this fact your Legislature at the last session adopted a system of com- 
mon schools and incorporated three Literary Institutions of a higher order, 
to-wit: the ‘Simpson University," located at Omaha City, the “(Nebraska 
University," located at Fontenelle, and the Nebraska City Collegiate and Pre- 
paratory Institute," located at Nebraska City. Since the adjournment of the 
Legislature the several Boards of Trustees have been actively engaged in de- 
‘vising means for their endowment. I am happy to. inform: you that their ef- 
forts, have been successful to some extent, and I feel confident that the proper | 
» representations from your Honorable body will persuade the Federal Congress 
to strengthen the arms of the friends of education in our infant Territory by 
liberal donations, either in money or land, to each of the above institutions. 
-= Notwithstanding the prospects of these schools and colleges are so flatter- 
ing, and their success so desirable, yet it cannot be presumed that in a com- 
munity so sparsely settled as ours, their advantages can at once be enjoyed 
by the masses of our population. The institution of learning, which in our 
country underlies all others, is the common school. By its means the poor 
man is put upon an equality with the rich, and^ample resources of education 
are afforded alike to the occupant of the stately mansion and of the ‘squatters 
cabin. Munificent provisions have been made by Congress in our act of or- 
‘ganization, for a prospective ‘school fund, which however, cannot be made. 
available during the term of our Territorial existence. The creation of a gen- 
eral fuud for the promotion of this object is a duty to which I cannot toc 
earnestly invite your attention. It is a maxim no less true in morals than cor- 
rect as a principle of political economy, that no community can remian virtu- 
ous, happy, or prosperous, if destitute of the means of education. Upon this 
depend our advancement in morals, our pecuniary prosperity and the perpe- 
tuity of our free institutions. The head of a family who is the immediate 
patron of the school master, may have an interest more direct and tangible, 
byt not more real and absolute than the mere property holder in the promo- 
tion of the cause of education. . Our laws already provide that fines and for- 
feitures should' be used for the benefit of the school fund. This however is en-- 
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- tirely inadequate. In addition to this, a general fund should be.ereated by di- 
rect taxation upon all the taxable property in the Territory. As soon as our 
land comes into market, it is probable that much of it will pass into the hands 
of resident and non-resident speculators. Such lands could thus be made to 
contribute a just proportion to the maintainance of a‘system of common schools. 
I would .therefore recommend a careful review of the school law, passed at 
your last session, and if need be its simplification and better adaptation to the 
wants of our people. 

The permanent protection of our frontier settlements from Indian depre- 
dations, considered in connexion with the future growth and settlement of our 
Territory, is a matter of vital importance. The’present military arrangement 
for that purpose is ev idently imperfect, and should be adapted to the local ne-. 
cessities of the country, without further delay. In this opinion, I am sus-; 
tained by all the military men with whom I have conversed—having had the 
opportunity to confer with many who are familiar with the geography of the 
country. If the Government coula be induced to remove the garrison from, 
Fort Pierre to some suitable point on the Missouri river, at or near the boun- 


dary line of the ceded Territory, and open a communication along that line in’ 


the direction of Fort Laramie, by the establishment of posts at proper dis- 
tances from each other, an impassable barrier would be formed against the 
hostile incursions of the countless hordes of savages who inhabit the country 
north and west of us, and the protection thus given to our settlements would 
be complete without the effusion of blood, and would greatly reduce the 
enormous expenditures now being made to but little purpose. 

Shortly after my arrival in the Territory, I became sensible of the great 


danger to which our settlements were exposed. I immediately called the at- | 


tention of the War Department to the subject, urging the necessity of the 
early establishment of military posts at suitable points for their defense. My: 
requestin this regard was not complied with, not from any disinclination on 
the part of the “authorities, but in consequence of their inability to detail 
troops for that service. 

At the opening of the spring, as was anticipated, the Indians commenced 
depredations upon the property of the settlers—robbing their houses and 


driving off their stock with impunity, and in some instances, breaking up en- - 


tire settlements. From the commencement of these depredations, complaints 
were almost daily made to me, accompanied by the strongest appeals from 
our injured citizens, for that protection which their exposed condition required. 
Their petitions I was reluctantly compelled to waive for the time being, in the 
hope that the necessary aid would be received from the Government. This 
stdte of things continued up to the 30th of July last, at which time I received ` 
an express from Fontenelle, communicating the painful intelligence that a 
party of our citizens had been attacked by a hostile band of Sioux Indians, 
about two miles from that town—robbed of their property—men murdered 
and scalped, and a woman wounded, marvelously escaping with her life; and 
that numerous parties of hostile Indians were lurking in the vicinity, commit- 
ting continual depredations upon the property of citizens. Upon the receipt 
of this intelligence, I immediately issued an order, directed to Brigadier 
General "hayer, requiring him to raise a volunteer force, and proceed without 


delay to the frontier, and take such measures for the protection of the settle- - 


ments, as the circumstances seemed to require. On the receipt of the above 
erder, the General at once issued a call for volunteers, which was responded 
to by our citizens with the utmost enthusiasm. Arms and munitions of war 


were obtained by extraordinary exertion from every quarter, and forty oo 
e 
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mounted, armed, and equipped, under the command of Captain W. E. Moore, 
were dispatched to Fontenelle in less than fifteen hours ‘from thé receipt of 
the intelligence. Upon their arrival at that point, it was found necéssary to 
establish a post in the vicinity of that place, and also to station a small com- 
pany at Elk Horn city, and one at Tekama, which stations were kept up until 
the 9th of October last, when it was asce-tained that the Indians had retired 
into the interior, and no further danger being apprehended, the troops were 
disbanded. The estimated cost of this expedition, as shown by the report of 
General Thayer, including compensation for officers and soldiers, and cost of 
supplies, is $9,100, of which, for the payment of about two thousand dollars, 
covering the cost of supplies, private individuals were compelled to make 
themselves personally responsible. The facts are now all before Congress, 
and I trust that an appropriation will be promptly made to meet this unavoid- 
able expenditure. In aid of this, I recommend that a resolution be immedi- 
ately passed, instructing our Delegate in Congress to press the matter at an 
early day. I cannot leave the consideration of this subject, without returh- - * 
ing my thanks in behalf of all our citizens, to the gerierous and noble-hearted 
men, officers and soldiers, who so promptly volunteered their services for our 
protection against hostile tribes of marauding savages, and if they do not ře- ' 
ceive, as they deserve, the usual pay and bounty lands awarded by the Go- 
vernment to others, I respectfutly recommend that provision’ be made for 
their remuneration in some suitable manner, by a material testimonial of the 
respect and esteem in which their services are held by their fellow citizens. 
The quota of arms which by act of Congress.were apportionéd to this Terri- 
tory have been received, and a portion of them have been distributed to the 
several volunteer companies which have been organized for the defense of the 
frontier. In view of the exposed condition of our interior settlements, I re- 
commend that a law be passed; ¡encouraging the organization of volunteer 
companies in every county in the Territory, and that provision be made for 
the distribution of arms to all such companies. We have reason to feel grate- 
ful for the proofs of public spirit displayed by our peoplein volunteering for the 
common defense. Ail of our citizens have been ready at a moment’s warning, 
to fill up the ranks of our temporary home army, to the extent that. our necessi- 
ties required. Notwithstanding that it is the duty of thé general government to 
provide for the public protection and welfare, yet every State and Territory 
should erect living bulwarks against hostilities from abroad, or within their own 
borders, sufficient for self-protection, and affording when required, prompt and 
efficient aid to other States. Our population being composed of the most enter- 
prising and hardy pioneers from every portion of the country, it was to be ex- 
pected that they would-gallantly repel as they have repelled, all hostile attacks. 
It is, however, necessary that the militia organization thus commenced should 
be perfected. and kept up, and I feel confident that the same spirit which has 
been so prompt to rally to our mutual succor heretofore, and which cannot be 
too highly commended, will, under proper legislative enactments, maintain and 
increase our volunteer organization hereafter. With a view to the future secu- 
rity and permanent protection of our frontier settlements, to increase the facil- 
ities for the transportation of the United States mails and military stores, I 
would respectfully suggest that adequate appropriations should be made by 
Congress for the opening and construcüng of military roads from Fort Lea- 
venworth and Fort Pierre ; from Nebraska city to New Fort Kearney; and 
also from a point on the Missouri river, opposite the mouth of the Big Sioux, 
-following a westwardly direction along the line of the ceded Territory to Fort 
Laramie. .The cost of the above roads would be comparatively small; the 
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face. of the country through whieh they would pass is peculiarly adapted to 
the construction of roads, nothing being required but to bridge the streams 
and cast up mounds at proper distances from each ‘other to ‘mark the lines. 
It is obvious to every practical man acquainted with the geography of the 
country and the relative positions of the military posts now established, that 
by the construction of the proposed roads a large expenditure would be saved 
to the Government, annually, in the transportation of mails and supplies, 
equalling at least the cost of construction, and ultimately far exceeding that 
amount in the enhanced value of the public lands, and in the increased “facili- 
ties of travel and correspondence necessarily enuring to the benefit of the 
Government and of our citizens. 

Nothing would add more to our permanent prosperity than a complete geo- 
logical survey of our Territory. It cannot be doubted, from the discoveries 
already made, that valuable minerals exist in large quantities within our bor- 
ders. I suggest that you call the attention of Congress to this important sub 
ject, and that our Delegate be instructed to urge the adoption of such mea: 
sures as may be necessary for the consummation of an object in which our 
citizens feel the deepest interest, and which promises the most favorable re- 

sults to the country at large. Should Congress fail to act in the premises, I 
recommend that our people continue their investigations and send the result 
of their discoveries to be deposited. i in the Territorial Cabinet for the informa- 
tion and guidance of emigrants and others interegted in the development of 
our metalic wealth. 

In the settlement of all new countries hardships and privations are to be 
endured, and pioneers, when they abandon the homes of their youth to cast 
their lot and build their habitations and fortunes upon the far-off domain Just 
springing into existence, and moulded into form by the hands of Government, 
are nevertheless cheered by the reflection that they can grow with its growth, 
and strengthen with its strength ; that their unmolested efforts can be directed 
to the acquisition of reputation and an honorable livelihood, and that as the 
population increases, and cities spring up around them, their own fortunes will 
be necessarily borne onward and upward on the tide of prosperity, until from 
a.small beginning they will be eventually advanced by the common growth of 

the community to competency and wealth. 

In the organization of all new Territories, the officers chosen to administer 
the laws are necessarily selected from States, often at a great distance from 
the field of labor. - Their time and attention must be wholly occupied in the 
performance of the important service committed to them, to the exclusion of 
all personal considerations. Hence, it is due to the officers themselves, as 
well as.to the proper discharge of their duties, that the emoluments of the 
station should be sufficient to secure the services of competent men, and to 
enable them to devote themselves exclusively to the discharge of their respec- 
tive trusts. Perhaps in no Territory organized since the existence of our 
Federal Union, has the inadequacy of the salaries of the Government officers 
been so severely felt as in the Territory of Nebraska. The great scarcity of 
timber—our position, inaccessible during a large portion of the year to the 
populous parts of the adjoining States for the purposes of transportation of 
merchandise—the exceedingly high and exorbitant prices of provisions, labor, 
and building materials, all combine to render: it essential to the proper and 
competent discharge of their official duties that the salaries of the officers 
should be increased, and I deem it but an act of justice to them that your 
honorable body should call the attention of Congress to this subject, there 
being no just reason why the officers of Nebraska should not be placed on an 
equal footing, at least, with those of the most favored Territories, 
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In connexion with the above, permit me to call your attention to the sub- 
ject of making donations of land in quantities of one hundred and sixty acres 
to actual residents, and those who may settle in our Territory within a speci- 
fied time—say two years from the first of January, 1856. By reference to the 
act of Congress of 27th September, 1850, it will be seen that provision was 
. made for granting lands to actual settlers in tlie Territory of Oregon, and sub- 
sequently that similar provisions were extended to other Territories. No one 
can doubt the justice or propriety of this measure. He who foregoes the en- 
joyments of social life, the comforts of home in the midst of society, and makes 
for himself and family a: domieil upon the confines of civilization, richly de- 
serves the encouragement which this trifling gratuity furnishes, and it is diffi- 
cult to comprehend how, upon reasonable and just principles, a discrimination 
ean be made in favor of those Territories, to the exclusion of our own. Our 
` section of country is as remotely situated and às difficult of access ; the neses- 
saries of life are no more easily acquired, and the dangers to be apprehended 
from the incursions of hostile savages are equally imminent. I therefore re- 
commend that the attention of Congress be called to this subject, and I feel 
confident that in view of the facts, ‘the. favors granted to other Territories in 
this regard, will not-be withheld from our citizens. 

An additional land office should be established, and for the general conve- 
nience of residents and others, dealing in public lands, one of the offices should ` 
be located north, and the other south of tlie Platte river. When we consider 
the vast amount of unsurveyed lands within our Territorial limits, it would 
- seem right and just that a Surveyor General's Office should be established for 
Nebraska. Considerations of economy and of public convenience require the - 
adoption of this measure. I therefore suggest that the attention of Congress 
be called to its consideration. 

"The Omaha, Pawnee and Ottoe tribes of Indians, now roaming over the 

country, without any fixed habitation, committing occasional depredations up- 
on the property of our citizens, should bé at once pérmanently settled upon 
the lands assigned them, and confined within their limits. If indeed it be the 
desire of the Government to rescue and reclaim these remnants of once pow- 
erful tribes, the policy of individualizing them by sending among them philan- 
thropic men, of unexceptionable morals “and undoubted integrity, c competent to 
teach adopted. Should this policy be perseveringly pursued, I corifidently pre- 
dict them the cultivation of the soil and the arts of civilized life, should at once be 
that every head of, a family among these unfortunate relics of former great- 
ness, within a few years, will be comfor tably settled in his own domicil, in the 
full enjoy ment of all the necessaries of life. 

The central position ‘of our Territory, between the Atlantic and Pacihes sea- 
board, and on the direct commercial highway between them, naturally forces 
upon our attention a subject of the gravest import, viZ; The establishment 
of a continuous line of imilitary posts from the Missouri river, along the Platte 
Valley, to the States and Territorics of the Pacific. A judicious distribution 
of but a small part of the regular army, at no increased expense of the Gov- 
ernment, would establish an “unbroken line of protection with regular daily in- 
tercourse ; would foster infant colonies ; would invite emigration ; would fa- 
cilitate correspondence; and unite the destinies of powerful states now sepa- 
rated by a vast and inhospitable waste. Our brethren on the Pacific coast 
are as patriotic, as devoted to the Constitution, and as worthy of'an intimate 
and close connection with the parent Government, and should be as much the 
objects of its parental care as the citizens of the most favored States. Our 
Government, now the strongest, the most prosperous and the most wealthy of 
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. any on the face of the globe, owes it to the rights and interests of her people 
and to the National security and honor, to bind these distant members, of our 
happy confederacy to herself by the strong arm of an adequate military force, 
to be soon superseded by the.Magnetic Telegraph, and the great National 
Railway. Itis due to the patriotic attachment of our distant brethren who 
inhabit the far off regions of California and Oregon, that they should be 
made to feel that they are the children of a common household, and it is due 
to that Providence which,has so peculiarly blessed us with National peace and 
prosperity, that this great and last link in the circle of commerce around the 
globe should speedily be supplied—to the eminent increase of our National. 
wealth and of the prosperity and happiness of mankind. 

It is a matter of sincere congratulation to the people of the United States, ' 
and to the friends of freedom in every part of the world, that the holy spirit 
of union and fidelity to the Federal Constitution has thus far triumphed, over 
all the assaults and intrigues of secret and oath-bound associations. The 
` greatest danger which has yet threatened to sap the foundation of our free 
institutions springs from that odious spirit of localism and sectionalism which 
has prevailed in many parts of our country over those higher qualities which 
dignify our race and which have hitherto confined our political conflicts to 
the salutary issue of distinct and opposing principles. As an ally of this 
reckless and traitorous restlessness, the spirit of Know Nothingism, Aboli- 
tionism, and other isms of the day, have been appealed to; and for a time 
this unnatural combination of discordant elements seemed to meet with par- 
tial success ; but we have reason to thank God that the returning sober sec- 
ond thought and sound sense of the American people, inspired by the spirit of 
true Patriotism and love of union, have come to the rescue and branded this 
last and most repulsive innovation with that moral condemnation which we 
trust will always rest upon the men, and the designs, whose success would 
rend asunder the dearest ties that bind us together as a people. I may be 
permitted to say, in this connection, that it is our duty, as true patriots and 
friends of the best interests of mankind, to cultivate that unity of purpose in 
support of the great principles of State Rights and Popular Sovereignty, 
which will enable us ere long to act with efficiency as a. powerful member -of 
the American Union. In order to do this we should commence the work at 
home and endeavor, in all our acts; by patient and mutual conciliation to allay 
that unfortunate tendency to bitterness of feeling which exists between the 
two sections of the Territory divided by the Platte River. No good can pos 
sibly arise from the encouragement or continuance of such a contest. We. 
need a union of all our energies to accomplish the great objects of a harmoni- 
ous Government, and to facilitate those laudable enterprises which will move 
us onward together in the path that leads to commercial and political power. 
Already seven different railroads are steadily approaching us, west of the 
Mississippi river, and their lines are converginy to a point on the Missouri 
where they will unite in a common trunk and make their final passage over 
the Rocky Mountains. All the arguments that have been adduced upon this 
subject show that the Platte Valley must be the selected route for the ultimate 
location of this great national thoroughfare. The moral and social conse- 
quences of that event and the benefits it will bring in its train, to the whole 
of Nebraska, are incalculable and will exceed our most sanguine hopes. In 
all other respects, as well as in commercial enterprises, we have a common 
destiny. Let us then bury forever the animosities and bickerings of the past, 
and, animated by a fraternal spirit of generous emulation, strive together for 
the common good of our favored Territory, with a firm resolution that no 
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artificial line, whether of land or water, shall divide our efforts and sympa- 
thies ; but that we will, by harmony and concert of action, set an example: 
worthy of imitation everywhere by the friends of our beloved and inseparable 
Union. , MEE 
The limits of this brief communication do not permit me to enlarge upon 
many important matters to which, in the course of your deliberations, your 
attention will be called. ' Relying with implicit confidence upon your capacity 
and zeal, as the Representatives of the people, I have given only the outlines 
of such measures as l deem of paramount importance -to the interests of our 
common constituents. The duties devolving upon you are arduous, but I 
feel assured that-they. will be performed with proportionate diligence and firm- 
- mess. ` In all your consultations and measures I shall be happy to co-operate 
to the best of my ability, and I humbly trust that the blessing of the Divine - 
Being will rest upon our mutual endeavors to subserve and advance the im- 
portant interests committed to our charge. E

1. The President having taken the chair, and a quorum being g present, the 
journal of the preceding day shall be read, to the end that any ‘mistake may 
be corrected that shall be made in the entries. A quorum shall consist of a 
majority of the members of the Council. g ; 


2. No nřember shall speak to another, or otherwise interrupt the business — 
of the Council, or read any newspapers, while the journals or public papers 
are reading, or when any member is speaking in any debate. 


3. Every member when he speaks, shall address the' chair, standing. in his 
place, and when he has finished, shall sit down. 


4. No member shall $peak more than twice, in any one debate, on the same 


day, without leave of the Council. 


5. When two members rise at the same time, the President shall name the 
person to speak ; but in all cases, the member who shall first rise and address 
the Chair shall speak first. i i 


6. When a member shall be called to order by. the President or Couneiinian 
he shallsit down ; and every question out of order shall be decided by the 
President, without debate, subject to an appeal to the Council, and the Pre- 
sident may call for the sense of the Council on any question of order. 


7. If the member be called to order for words spoken, the exceptionable - 
words shall immediately be taken down in writing, that the President may

The undersigned in connection with the Hon. A.J. Poppleton, having been 
appointed in March last, by joint resolution of the two houses, to prepare a 
Code of Laws for the Government of this Territory and report the same at its 
present session, report : 


That.on account of the resignation of Mr. Poppleton, the undersigned were 
deprived of the aid of one, whose assistance would have been invaluable in 
preparing a Code of Laws for the Territory. j 2 

In the performance of their duties, the undersigned have been compelled to 
labor under peculiar embarrassments and difficulties. 

They could avail themselves of but a very limited number of the Revised 
Codes of the different States, on account of their scarcity in this region, and as , 
the Territorial Library has not yet arrived, but few books were within reach 
of the undersigned. . 

Under ordinary circumstances and within reach of all the light, which pre- 
vious codification has thrown upon the subject, itis no easy task to prepare a 
complete body of laws for a community: under the circumstances of the pre- 
sent case as referred to above, the work though laborious, has been steadly 
progressing and is now nearly completed. From two to four Clerks have 
been employed by us, in copying, transcribing and assisting in correcting the 
bills, preparatory to a report. The work as prepared will consist of four 
‘parts.

obtain it. And moreover, in some cases whenever any divorce is granted, 
provision should be made for the care, custody and education of the minor 
children, and alimony should be secured to the wife. ; 
Granting divorces by legislative authority is a practice which of late years 
met with the decided disapprobation of our wisest and best men, as well as by

all or nearly all of the conventions which have assembled for the purpose of . 


adopting constitutions for the different States of. the Union. 
The reasons which have led to the adoption of SO uniform a course, are ob- 
vious ; the application to the Legislature in such’ easesis seldom ‘made with 


notice to the opposite party, nor with a view to any previously settled rules: 


fixing and-defining the causes for which a divorcé must be granted, the evi- 
dence is usually of a one-sided and ex parte character, not always presenting 
a full view of the real merits of the application. Cases of so much importance, 
and involving the welfare and happinéss of not only the parties immediately 
concerned, but of their children, and sometimes of others more remotely 
connected with the parties, should be referred to the courts, where every step 
necessary to the protection of the rights of all the: persons interested must be 
taken before a decision is made, and where, when made, all questions of ali- 
mony, care, &c., of the minor.children can be properly adjusted. 


Some general law upon the subject of divorce, it is hoped, will be passed at- 


the present session, -conferring the power upon the District, Court to grant re- 
lief in applications of this kind to residents in the Territory, when their cases 
are within the principles that may be laid down for the government of the 
courts. l l 

Entertaining these sentiments, the committee are clearly of opinion that no 
divorce should be granted by the Legislature. And they therefore. return 
the bill and petition to the Council, and, recommend their indefinite postpone-

` REPORT: 


Your committee justly acknowledge the great and i increasing importance of 
a thorough, proper, and well-regulated system of Education for the general - 
diffusion “of knowledge among. the energetic inhabitants of the Territory of 
‘Nebraska. 

And that should be sonaid through the edu of the Legislative 
Assembly, by the e passage of a general and committe code of oe Laws, 
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extending the means of Education in the common and useful branches to the 

privilege, and acceptance of every yonth of the Territory. 

= The great object of the legislator and philanthropist should be to discipline 
the intelleetual faculties of the rising generation, and endeavor to store their 
minds with practical and substantial information. ` 

Our ‘population is composed of industrious and enterprising pioneers, who 
"have emigrated westward, mostly with young and dependent families, and 
having been urged forward by the desire of bettering their condition pecuni- 
arily to this new and recently-settled portion of the public domain ; and that 
too, in probably a majority of instances, with meagre and very limited means 
for their support. 

None but those who have experienced and witnessed the hardships and 
difficulties of a frontier life, are prepared to judge correctly of the privations 
and inconveniences of the pioneers of a new country, whilst endeavoring to pro- 
‘cure for themselves a place on this extended domain, which they may in the 
future call home. And but few understand the pleasures they are necessarily 
compelled to forego for want of the privileges of the Commen School i in their 
midst, even for a few months during the winter season. 

The fund for the support of Schools should be obtained from ues forfeit- 
ures, ferry tax, and a small direct taxation, levied upon the inhabitants of one 
Territory. 

The School Fund should not have too many hands through which to pass, 
previous to its being paid to the instructors, but ought for a few years to come, 
be managed by some county officer already elected under our ‘erritorial - 
laws ; otherwise there will be much apprehension and danger of the money 
being improperly squandered, and eventually lost to those for whose benefit ' 
it was secured.. 

It should, however, be kept in mind that the success or failure in carrying 
out the above provisions, will much depend upon the people interested ; there- 
fore the d r necessity of all persons becoming thoroughly acquainted with 
` the laws, their duties and privileges. 

As yet no provision has been made for the support of Free Common Schools 
within the Territory, except a defective School Law, and consequently no ` 
such institutions have been established. 

Should the Legislative Assembly see proper to make ample provisions for 
the support of such Schools in the midst of the many settlements within the . 
borders of Nebraska, it will undoubtedly be the means of encouraging many 
to emigrate hither ; for it is a known fact, that there are those who desire to- 
emigrate to the West, who are also desirous of locating where Schools and 
Churches are already provided for and sustained by the laws of the people. 

If such an end can be accomplished, it will be the means of adding greatly 
to our sparse population and settlements, by continued emigration, “and add 
materially to the rapid progress of improvement now being made in every or- 
ganized county by the enterprise and industry of the Western squatter. 

The value of the public lands would be enhanced, and rendered, by pur- 
chase and occupation, more available for the purposes of revenue’ and the bet- 
ter security of our frontier. 

If we act upon the opinion that property should contribute to the expense 
of its protection, and that the best safeguard of the right of property, as well 
as of persons, is the education of the masses, then it behooves this Legislative 
Assembly to make an exertion to establish such a system of instruction as 
may be the most beneficial and effectual to the anticipated recipients. = ~ 

To the ee of such a system, every qualified voter in the Territory 
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should. direetly or indirectly contribute, and all should be entitled to the ad- 
vantages to be derived therefrom; and whilst his own property. and personal 
rights are thereby securely guarded, he may enjoy the satisfaction of. behold- 
ing his neighbors enlightened, prosperous and happy.
